Hold on to your hats. The March issue of Electric Radio arrived in my 
mailbox yesterday. It has an update to the original Osterwald article on 
the different product runs of R390As. The article confirms a newly 
identified production run in 1984! (Gasp!) 


The production run was from Fowler industries. I called the author of 

the article. This unit was purchased at a hamfest in Southern CA recently. 
It is nice and shiney, new! Apparently, Fowler industries was formed 

from the company that was originally Clavier. Fowler industries is now 
out of business as well. 


The Fowler R390As are identical to all previous R390As, with the exception 
of the mechanical filters, which were made by Dittmore-Freimuth, not Collins. 
Apparently 

Dittmore-Freimuth began manufacturing mechanical filters after the patent 
expired for Collins. It is unknown how many were made by Fowler 

industries. 


Interestingly, the article also confirms that R390As are still in active service 
in 

the Navy. The article stated that recently a new Navy ship was christened, and 
the author was able to confirm that two R390As were installed in this new ship! 


What a tribute to this wonderful receiver - It is now confirmed to have been 
produced 30 years from its inception, and is still in service 40 years later! I 
can't 

think of any electronic devices (consumer grade or military grade) that are in 
active service or produced with no significant changes for such a long period of 
time. 


R390A enthusiasts - get the March 1995 issue of Electric Radio, it's a great 
article!
